ACADEMIC EXCELLENCE SCHOLARSHIP PROGRAM

Annual Status Report

2002-2003 saw the continued increase in numbers of freshmen using the Academic Excellence
Scholarship (AES).  In this year, 789 freshmen enrolled in a Wisconsin post secondary institution
and used $862, 814 in AES funds, at an average of $1,094.  In 2001-2002, 777 freshmen used
$854,606, at an average of $1,100.  Please note that $1,125 of the $2,250 per student scholarship is
funded by the Higher Educational Aids Board (HEAB) AES appropriation.  The college or
university that the recipient attends funds the other $1,125.

In 2002-2003, HEAB staff continued to seek ways to make more efficient the process of awarding
and funding students eligible for the AES.  The forms and letters sent to high schools and students
were consolidated, with more information sent in fewer mailings.  Discussions were held with
personnel at the Department of Public Instruction to obtain high school enrollment data from DPI,
rather than through a HEAB survey.  Personnel at both agencies developed a plan to cooperate in
obtaining and sharing enrollment data.  HEAB provided informational letters about the AES which
DPI will include in its mailing to high schools.  It is hoped that the additional information will
encourage high schools to return their enrollment reports in a timely manner, and that it will aid in
HEAB’s continuing efforts to seek out and contact every high school possible about the availability
of the AES.

Information management specialists continue to upgrade and streamline the computer programs
that support the AES program.   Increasingly, reports to and from colleges are sent electronically.
Additional responsibilities for HEAB, such as verifying the Selective Service Administration status
of all freshman male recipients of the AES, may also become more automated in the future.

Seven tables are attached, showing final figures for 2002-2003, along with some preliminary data for
2003-2004.

• Tables I, II, and III  present enrollment by sector (University of Wisconsin, Wisconsin
Technical Colleges, and Wisconsin Independent Colleges and Universities.)  These
figures represent the students who received AES program funds.

• Table  IV presents a grand total for the three sectors.
• Tables V and VI present financial need related information by sector.  The average

contribution and adjusted gross income (AGI) figures are for AES program recipients
who also received other State of Wisconsin funded financial assistance (Wisconsin
Higher Education Grant, Wisconsin Tuition Grant, Talent Incentive Program Grand
And Wisconsin Indian Grant.)  The figures in the HEAB AES Amount column are the
scholarship funds administered by HEAB.  This amount is matched by the school that
the student attends in order to fully fund the scholarship award.

• Table VII presents general information such as the number of scholars using their award
to attend a Wisconsin college or university.

• Table VIII gives preliminary information for 2003-2004 freshmen.
